Hs fVobbed General Miles.

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London» Ont, Dec. 29.—One of the 
most tí^Tíilble railway disasters ever 
known in Canada took place on I^iday 
night at Wanstead, K station on the 
Sarnia branch of the Grand 
Trunk 
Railway, 40 miles 
from 
this city. 
Twenty-i^ight persons were killed and 
about 35 were injured. 
The cause of 
the wreck was a mistake in telet^raphic 
orders. 
Express train No. 5, known as 
the Pacific express, while flying west- 
ward at the rate of 50 miles an hour, 
collided head on with an east-bound 
freight train, which was about to take 
a siding. 
The express was crowded 
With 
passengers 
returning to their 
homes from holiday visits, and 
the 
scene that followed the collision was 
most frightful. The darkness of night 
and the raging of a blizzard 
added 
hornirs to the wreck. 


Tcc PacUic express is a fast tráin. 
Friday night it was delayed tv/o hours 
bj' the hsavy travel, and at Wanstead 
it 'A'aii speeding to make up time. The 
freight was working slowly east un- 
der orders to take the switch at Wan- 
stead and allow the express to pass. 
In the blinding snow storm neither en- 
gineer say the othe^ train approach- 
ing, apparently, and the freight had 
Just commenced to pull in on the sid- 
ing when the passenger train came up. 


The trains came together squarely 
head-on. 
In a second the baggage and 
express cars of the passenger train 
telescopisd into the day coach. This 
day coach was reduced tb splinters 
and fragments back to thé last three 
windows. 
As it was crowded the re- 
sults were terrible. 
Fire that broke 
out was quickly smothered, but the 
üre was scarcely worse danger than 
the cold, however. For three hours or 
more wounded and maimed passengers 
were 
pinned 
underneath ili^reckage. 
crying piteously for help while they 
suffe^'ed 
from 
exposure to the eln 
ments. Exposure undoubtedly hasten-d 
the death of some of the seriously in- 
jured and cauped the death cf some 
of those who might has brjen eaved if 
it had been only a question of extricat- 
ing them from the wreckage. 


The work of removing the dead and 
injured was at once begun. 
Half a 
dozen bodies were recovered within a 
short time and. a number of wounded 
Removed from the wreckage. 
Trains 
were made up to send the wounded 
to London hospitals. 


Efforts to identify the wounded and 
dead were attended 
with 
difficulty. 
The dead bodies taken from the wreck 
were 
frightfully mangled, 
some 
of 
them almost beyond recognition. The 
scenes attending' the removal of the 
bodies from the wreckage were piti 
ful in the extreme. 
Several families 
were on the train, and the air was 
filled with the Anxious cries of those 
separated from their loved ones, not 
knowing whether they werfe killed or 
saved. 


The respoiisibillty for tHb disaster 
has not been definitely fixed, but it is 
believed to have been due to a tele- 
graph operator's error. 
The company 
officials say Andrew Carson, the op- 
erator at Watford, caused the wreck. 
He says he received the order for 
^No. 5. the express, to pass the freight 
at Wanstead, but declares positively 
that a few minutes later Dispatcher J. 
G, Kerr, at London, called him anri 
ordered him to ''bust" or cancel the 
order. 
Dispatcher Kerr will not maJte 
a statement 
until the coroner's in- 
quest. 


A COWARDLY MURDER 


Lancaster County Farmer Shot In ths 
Dark Without Warning. 
Lancaster, Pa., Dec. 26.—Christian 
C. Hauck, aged 25, a farmer resldlns 
with his father. Benjamin Hauck, near 
Paradise, this county, early yesterday 
morning was murdered in a peculiarly 
cold-blooded manner. About 1 o'clock 
young Hanuck went out to attend to 
the incubator in his hennery. 
As he 
was returning to the house he noticed 
that the cellar door was open. Think 
ing it had been left open by accident, 
he started to close it. 
As he stooped 
in doing so. he saw a man in the cellar. 
At the same moment, and without a 
word, the Intruder shot him in the ab- 
domen from a 38-callbre revolver and 
then ñed. Hauck fell, mortally wound- 
ed, but, recovering himself, staggered 
into the house, where at the time his 
aged mother lay dying from apoplexy. 
Hia father left her bedside to go to 
the assistance of his son, who had 
swooned in the hall, his fallen lantern 
threatening a conflagration. 
A physi- 
cian was hastily summoned, but two 
hours later the young man died. 
He 
was conscious for some time before 
death, and related the circumstances 
of the scooting, but owing to the dark- 
ness could not describe his cowardly 
assassin. 
The latter left no clue to 
his identity. 
Snow had

ENGINK EVERY FOUR HOURS 


!A Rscord-Breaking Year at •aldwin's 
Locomotive Works. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 29.—By 
turning 
out 1,520 locomotives, an average of 
one every four hours, all records have 
been broken during 1S02 at the Bald- 
win Locomotive Works, and all indica- 
tions point to an even greatsr output 
in the year that is about to dawn. 
Since the industrial boom began In 
1899 this great establishment has been 
kept busy to the extent of its capacity, 
which has been increased from year to 
year with the result that the output 
for 1900. 1901, and 1902 has been 1,217, 
1,375, and 
1,620 locomotives, respec- 
tively. 


From a tonnage standpoint the rec- 
ord 
of 
1902 is comparatively greater 
greater tfian that represented by thfi 
1,520 locomotives built. 
From year to 
year the weight of locomotives 
has 
been gradually increased, and some of 
the heaviest engines ever built at the 
works, weighing 388,000 pounds, were 
turned out during the year. 
While the 
tonnage figures have not yet been made 
up for 1902« the average weight of the 
locomotives built was about 137 tons, 
or an approximated 
locomotive ton- 
nage of 208,140 tons. 


The money value of the year's out- 
put represents fully 120,000.000, an in- 
crease of $3,000,000 over the previous 
year, this increase being the result not 
only of the increased number of en- 
gines built, but their considerably en- 
hanced value over the previous year. 
Of the year's output 424 
locomotives 
were compounds, 25 oil fuel 
burners,, 
and 74 electrics. 
The 
great major- 
ity of the locomoflves were what are 
termed 
road 
énglnes, 
principally 
freight, and these generally of a very 
heavy type.

HAYPREPARINQ NOTETO POWERS 


Washington, Dec. 27. — President 
Roosevelt will not be the arbitrator 
of the Venezuelan controversy. 
The 
whole vexatious subject will be re- 
ferred for adjudication to The Hague ^ 
tribunal. 


Epltomlied, this was the situation, 
AS it had resolved Itself at the con- 
clusion of the cabinet meeting yes- 
terday. 
The meeting was not so lonfe 
as the sessions of the cabinet usually 
are. 
All the members except Secre- 
tary Root were present. 
The Vene- 
auelan question was the principal and , 
practically the only topic of general 
concern under consideration. Secretary 
Hay presented the net results of bis i 
cable correspondence with the govern^ 
ments at London, Berlin, Rome and 
Caracas. 
In accordance with the sue:- 
gestlon 
made several 
days ago by 
President Roosevelt, through Secretary 
Hay, President Castro, of Venezuela, ^ 
was reported to have agreed to submit 
the 
differences 
between his govern- 
ment and the European powers to the . 
arbitration of 
the 
tribunal at The 
Hague. The European powers not only 
consented to submit the controversy 
to arbitration, but while they express- 
ed a preference for arbitration to be , 
conducted hy President Roosevelt, they 
had assented to his suggestion 
that 
the matter be referred to The Hague. 


The presentation of the case met the ^ 
hearty approval of the members of the » 
cabinet. 
No fear is expressed by the . 
administration that the Monroe DoC'. 
trine will be brought into the contro- 
versy In any manner that might re^ 
suit in an ombarrasslng situation for > 
the United States. 
Secretary Hay is , 
preparing a note to the powers, in 
which the gratlflcatlon of this govern- 
ment is expressed 
for 
the 
course . 
agreed upon by them In settlement of ' 
the pending dlfllculties. 


No intimation is given of the condi- 
tions which may have been Imposed 
by the European powers or by Preal' . 
dent Castro precedent to the arbltrji- 
tlon. 
It is known that Great Britain 
was willing to submit the subject to > 
the arbitration of President Roosevelt 
practically without condition, but the . 
suggestion Is made that one and per- 
haps two of the other powers Involved 
proposed some conditions which might 
have proved embarrassing to the presl-» 
dent had he undertaken the responsi^ 
bllity of determining the question. 


It is understood that some money 
must pass, but It also Is known that 
the amount of cash to be required of • 
Venezuela before arbitration 
Is not 
nearly so large as has been stated. It 
is not possible to learn either whether 
the allies Insist upon apologies from 
Castro, and while It Is assumed that 
the blockade will be speedily raised, 
no arrangement to that end has yet 
been made. 
The energies of the nego- . 
tiators are now being devoted to the 
framing of what will be known as a 
condition protocal, and It is hoped that 
while this class of document does not 
undertake to closely define Issues to be , 
presented It will still contain a provis- 
ion for tl)e removal of the blockade.

London, Ont, Dec. 29.—One of the 
most tt^r^lble railway disasters ever 
known in Canada took place on I^iday 
night at Wanstead, h station on the 
Sarnia branch of the Grand Trunk 
Railway, 40 miles 
from 
this city. 
Twenty-e^ight persons were killed and 
about 35 were injured. 
The cause of 
the wreck was a mistake in telet^raphic 
orders. Express train No. 5, known as 
the Pacific express, while flying west­ 
ward at the rate of 50 miles an hour, 
collided head on with an east-bound 
freight train, which was about to take 
A siding. 
The express was crowded 
With 
passengers 
returning to their 
homes from holiday visits, and the 
scene that followed the collision was 
most frightful. The darkness of night 
and the raging of a blizzard added 
hornirB to the wreck. 
T'j.0 PacUic express is á fast tráin. 
Friday aight it was delayed two hours 
by the hsavy travel, and at Wanstead 
It wa.i npeeding to make up time. The 
freight was working slowly cast un­ 
der orders to take the switch at Wan- 
stead and allow the express to pass. 
In the blinding snow storm neither en­ 
gineer say the othe^ train approach­ 
ing, apparently, and the freight had 
Just commenced to pull in on the sid­ 
ing when the passenger train came up. 
The trains came together squarely 
head-on. In a second the baggage and 
express cars of the passenger train 
telescoped into the day coach. This 
day coach was reduced tb splinters 
and fragments back to thé last three 
windows. 
As it was crowded the re­ 
sults were terrible. 
Fire that broke 
out was quickly smothered, but the 
üre was scarcely worse danger than 
the cold, however. For three hours or 
niore wounded and maimed passengers 
were 
pinned 
underneath ’Wreckage, 
crying piteously for help while they 
sulTe**ed .from 
exposure to the eln 
mentF. Exposure undoubtedly bastón 
the death of some of the seriously in­ 
jured and caused the death cf some 
of those who might has baen saved if 
it had been only a question of extricat­ 
ing them from the wreckage. 
The work of removing the dead and 
injured was at once begun. 
Half a 
dozen bodies were recovered within a 
l^hort time and. a number of wounded 
Removed from the wreckage. Trains 
were made up to send the wounded 
to London hospitals. 
Biforts to identify the wounded and 
dead were attended with difficulty. 
The dead bodies taken from the wreck 
were frightfully mangled, 
some 
of 
them almost beyond recognition. The 
scenes attending* the removal of the 
bodies from the wreckage were piti 
ful in the extreme. 
Several families 
were on the train, and the air was 
filled with the anxious cries of those 
separated from their loved ones, not 
knowing whether they werfe killed or 
saved. 
The respoiisibility for tHe disaster 
has not been definitely fixed, but it is 
believed to have been due to a tele­ 
graph operator's error. The company 
officials say Andrew Carson, the op­ 
erator at Watford, caused the wreck. 
He says he received the order for 
^No. 5, the express, to pass the freight 
at Wanstead, but declares positively 
that a few minutes later Dispatcher J. 
G. Kerr, at London, called him anri 
ordered him to '*bu8t** or cancel the 
order. Dispatcher Kerr will not maJte 
a statement until the coroner's in» 
quest. 


A COWARDLY MURDER 


Lancaster County Farmer Shot In the 
Dark Without Warning. 
Lancaster, Pa., Dec. 26.—Christian 
C. Hauck, aRed 25, a farmer residlnR 
with his father. Benjamin Hauck. near 
Paradise, this county, early yesterday 
morning was murdered in a peculiarly 
cold-blooded manner. About 1 o’clock 
young Hanuck went out to attend to 
the incubator in his hennery. 
As he 
was returning to the house he noticed 
that the cellar door was open. Think­ 
ing it had been left open by aocldont, 
he started to close it. 
As he stooped 
in doing so. he saw a man in the cellar. 
At the same moment, and without a 
word, the intruder shot him in the ab­ 
domen from a 38-calibre revolver and 
then fied. Hauck fell, mortally wound­ 
ed, but. recovering himself, staggered 
into the house, where at the time his 
aged mother lay dying from apoplexy. 
His father left her bedside to go to 
the assistance of his son, who had 
swooned in the hall, his fallen lantern 
threatening a conflagration. A physi­ 
cian was hastily summoned, but two 
hours later the young man died. 
He 
was conscious for some time before 
death, and related the circumstances 
of the scooting, but owing to the dark­ 
ness could not describe his cowardly 
assassin. 
The latter left no clue to 
his identity. 
Snow had obliterated

ENQINK EVERY FOUR HOURS 


A Record*Breaklng Year at •aldwin'e 
Locomotive Worke. 
Philadelphia, Dec. 29.—By 
turning 
out 1.520 locomotives, an average of 
one every four hours, all records have 
been broken during 1902 at the Bald­ 
win Locomotive Works, and all indica­ 
tions point to an even greater output 
in the year that is about to dawn. 
Since the Industrial boom began in 
1899 this great establishment has been 
kept busy to the extent of its capacity, 
which has been increased from year to 
year with the result that the output 
for 1900, 1901, and 1902 has been 1,217, 
1,375, and 1,620 locomotives, respec­ 
tively. 
From a tonnage standpoint the rec­ 
ord of 1902 is comparatively greater 
greater tfian that representeü by tha 
1,520 locomotives built. From year to 
year the weight of locomotives 
has 
been gradually increased, and some of 
the heaviest engines ever built at the 
works, weighing 388.000 pounds, were 
turned out during the year. While the 
tonnage figures have not yet been made 
up for 1902« the average weight of the 
locomotives built was about 137 tons, 
or an approximated locomotive ton­ 
nage of 208.140 tons. 
The money value of the year’s out­ 
put represents fully 120,000,000, an in­ 
crease of $3.000.000 over the previous 
year, this increase being the result not 
only of the increased number of en­ 
gines built, but their considerably en­ 
hanced value over the previous year. 
Of the year's output 424 
locomotives 
were compounds, 25 oil fuel 
burners,- 
and 74 electrics. 
The 
great major­ 
ity of the locomoilves were what are 
termed 
road 
éngines, 
principally 
freight, and these generally of a very 
heavy type.

HAYPREPARINQ NOTETO POWERS 


Washington, Dec. 27. — President 
Roosevelt will not be the arbitrator 
of the Venezuelan controversy. 
The 
whole vexatious subject will be re­ 
ferred for adjudication to The Hague ^ 
tribunal. 
Epitomlxed, this was the situation» 
as it had resolved Itself at the con­ 
clusion of the cabinet meeting yes* 
terday. The meeting was not so lon^ 
as the sessions of the cabinet usually 
are. 
All the members except Secre­ 
tary Root were present. 
The Vene- 
auelan question was the principal and , 
practically the only topic of general 
concern under consideration. Secretary 
Hay presented the net results of his ; 
cable correspondence with the govern­ 
ments at London, Berlin, Rome and 
Caracas, 
In accordance with the sug- 
gestion 
made several 
days ago by 
President Roosevelt, through Secretary 
Hay. President Castro, of Venezuela, ^ 
was reported to have agreed to submit 
the 
differences 
between his govern­ 
ment and the European powers to the . 
arbitration of 
the 
tribunal at The 
Hague. The European powers not only 
consented to submit the co«:troversy 
to arbitration, but while they e^preas- 
ed a preference for arbitration to be , 
conducted by President Roosevelt, they 
had assented to his suggestion that 
the matter be referred to The Hague. 
The presentation of the case met the ) 
hearty approval of the members of the » 
cabinet. No fear is expressed by the . 
administration that the Monroe Doc-. 
trine will be brought into the contro­ 
versy In any manner that might re­ 
sult in an embarrassing situation for * 
the United States. 
Secretary Hay is i 
preparing a note to the powers, in 
which the gratification of this govern­ 
ment Is expressed 
for 
the 
course . 
agreed upon by them In settlement of ' 
the pending difficulties. 
No intimation is given of thn condi­ 
tions which may have been imposed 
by the European powers or by P resl . 
dent Castro precedent to the arbltrii- 
tion. 
It is known that Great Britain 
was willing to submit the subject to > 
the arbitration of President Roosevelt 
practically without condition, but the . 
suggestion Is made that one and per- 
haps two of the other powers Involved 
proposed some conditions which might 
have proved embarrassing to the presi­ 
dent had he undertaken the responsi^ 
bility of determining the question. 
It is understood that some money 
must pass, but it also is known that 
the amount of cash to be required of • 
Venezuela before arbitration is not 
nearly so large as has been stated. It 
is not possible to learn either whether 
the allies Insist upon apologies from 
Castro, and while it Is assumed that 
the blockade will be speedily raised, 
no arrangement to that end has yet 
been made. The energies of the nego- . 
tiators are now being devoted to the 
framing of what will be known as a 
condition protocal. and it is hoped that 
while this class of document does not 
undertahe to closely define Issues to be , 
presented it will still contain a provis­ 
ion for the removal of the blockade.

HOLLOW BU:LDING BLOCKS. 


A SftTlns of One-thlril th« M»terSftl Here*. 


tolor« Used. 


A house of artificial stone blocks, 
two-thirds of wiilch are material and 
the rest hollow, will soon be built In 
New 
Orleans, 
iiays tlie 
New 
York 
Evonng Tost. 
The mould in which 
the blocks are built Is a simple con- 
trivance. 
It consists of a foundation 
provided with three rectangular col- 
umns, that may be elevated, whose 
dimensions are those of the cavities in 
the blocks; to the foundation of the 
mould are hinged Its ends and sides, 
which let It down. When the ends and 
sidos of the mould are In position, It is 
merely a box; a plate Is let down upon 
the bottom of the mould; then the col- 
umns at the bottom of the mould are 
elevated through openings In the plate. 
The mould is then in readiness to re- 
ceive the mixture of sand and Portland 
cement, which is shoveled into the 
mould, 
filling 
the entire space sur- 
rounding the elevated columns. 
It is 
tamped with great force. 
After the 
tamping process, the sides and ends of 
the mould are let down, the columns 
are depressed, and the plate on which 
the materials were poured is lifted out, 
with the n"^inufiigtYired blo(^k resting 
upon it. 
b-'he blocks are* pui out in 
the air, and in the course of a week 
they are ready to be used for building, 
The^ should not be subjected to too 
great heat from the sun, and It is 
necessary to moisten them each day. 
The great simplicity of the process lies 
in the fact that sand is absolutely in- 
compressible, and tamping secures as 
complete results as are obtained from 
thoi, pressing of clay in making the 
finer qualities of bricks, and with very 
much 
smaller expenditure of labor. 
The sand and cement are moistened 
while being mixed. 


British Columbia. 


A few months ago, the Provincial 
Government placed 
an export duty 
on logs sent from British Columbia 
to the United. States; this applies only 
to logs cut from Government lands. 
Lands in the hands of private owners, 
or crown-granted lands, are not affected 
by this regulation. 
Nevertheless, the 
placing of this export duty on logs 
has Increased the number of 
mills 
here 
very 
considerably, 
especially 
shingle mills. 
One mill cuts 1,250,000 
shingles dally. 
These are red cedar 
shingles, and a large portion of the 
output Is shipped to the United States. 
One of the lumber mills has orders 
booked that will take eighteen months 
to fill. There is a great lack of men; 
5000 or GOOO men could find employ- 
ment in the lumber and shingle mills 
and In the logging camps. • The wages 
are probably lower and the cost of 
living higher than In the adjoining 
State of Washington; still, if men ac- 
customed to lumbering work are out 
of employment, there is little doubt 
they can find it here. 
Of course, there 
is a contract-labor law, as in the United 
States, and it will be Impossible for 
men to make contracts in advance; but 
no doubt competent lumbermen, able 
to handle mill machinery or to do good 
work in the woods, can find employ- 
ment 
The destruction of timber in 
Washington and Oregon by recent fires 
causes the British Columbians to hope 
that they may find a larger market 
than heretofore for their timber in the 
States, 
notwithstanding 
the 
lexport 
duty. 


Tr&pi a Condor In Tyrol. 


Last summer, according to the Taeg- 
Uche Rundschau, a Tyrolese shepherd 
repeatedly saw two large birds of un- 
known species hovering over his flock. 
Then be missed a sheep, then another, 
and {n a little while four had been 
killed by the birds of prey. The shep- 
herd constructed a trap, baited it with 
the half eaten body of one of the 
slaughtered sheep, and soon captured 
one of the marauders.

Fine Strawborry MwlcU» 


The best mulch for a strawberry bed 
Is fine horse manure. 
Early In the 
spring it should be raked oft the rows 
and worked In close to the plants, 
using salt hay or any clcan material In 
Its place on the rows as a mulch after 
the plants are well grown, so as to pro- 
tect the fruit from dirt and also to 
shade the soil. 


Heading i " FruU Treci« 


"I am puzzled by 
the 
directions 
which 
I 
read 
about trimming my 
young fruit trees. 
Will you describe 
to me what heading in means and how 
it is done? 
I have a few peach trees 
and pear trees and quinces, besides a 
good apple orchard." 
The heading in 
or shortening of the season's growth is 
desirable on both the apple and pear, 
but particularly the pear. 
Such short- 
ening can be done on the strong termi- 
nal shoots without affecting the next 
year's fruitage. The blossom buds are 
hid on the side twigs. 
I have always 
cut In my pears, as long as I could 
reach the new growth with a steplad- 
der. 
The peach blossoms all up and 
down the new wood. 
You will there- 
fore decrease the fruitage by heading 
In. This will do no harm, because the 
peach always overbears, and the thor- 
ough ripening of the buds that are left 
renders them better able to meet the 
winter's cold. 
The quince bears on 
new w^ood, but these new shoots come 
out of the last year's growth; and if 
you cut too far back it may materially 
reduce your crop. 
I have never cut 
back quince bushes after the fourth or 
fifth year.—E, P. Powell, in New York 
Tribune Farmer.

I begin by se-

the ground, harrow and plank it thor- 
oughly. 
Line off both ways and set a 
stake where each tree Is to be placed, 
rake a board five to six feet long, five 
or six inches wide and one Inch thick. 
Notch it as shown in the illustration, 
having the middle notch exactly half 
5vay between the notches on the ends. 
Place the centre notch ^against 
the 
stake where the tree is to be planted, 
then set a small stake in each of the 
other notches. 


When ready for planting dig up the 
centre stake and prepare the hole for 
Ihe tree. 
Then in setting the tree put 
the notched board In position with the 
jnd notches opposite the two other 
stakes. 
Set the tree so that the trunk 
will rest in the middle notch. This will 
:nsure an absolutely straight row both 
ways. 
The device is so simple that it 
hardly seems necessary to describe it.

FLOWERS AND HONEY BEES. 


Tnrm ricked Before Blpe. 


There Is scarcely any variety of pear 
that is not better for being picked be- 
fore fully ripe and then ripening un* 
der cover. 
This after-ripening may be 
retarded or hastened almost at will by 
the method of storing. If kept in a cel- 
lar or other room moderately cool, at 
about an even temperature, they ripen 
up slowly, while if in a dry and warm 
room, and covered with a blanket to 
exclude the light, they Avill ripen in a 
few days or a week, according to their 
condition when piclccd. 
If desired to 
keep them several weeks they should 
be put in cold storage at about thirty- 
three degrees, and a rather close watch 
kept on them, at least after the third 
week, marketing them as soon as it is 
found that some of them are beginLing 
to be mellow. 
Some of the very late 
varieties may be kept through the win- 
ter in this way. 
It Is of little use to 
put pears or any other fruit Jn cold 
storage after they, have begun to grow 
mellow, or to put in any that have 
been bruised. 
While all fruit should 
be handled with care, that intended 
for cold storage needs special care. 
It 
is pften a puzzle to the beginner to 
know just when he should begin to 
pick his pears, as the time is BO varied 
with different varieties. 
Some wait 
until they find a few ripe or nearly so 
on the extreme end of the branches, 
usually on the south side of the tree. 
But if they wait for that it will be bet 
ter to market early. A better test is to 
take the pear and bend the stem back- 
ward. 
If it easily separates from the 
branch it is ripe enough to gather, but 
If the stem breaks before cleaving oft 
the twig It IB not rip« enough.—TUa 
Cultivator. 


Kew PItcoTerles In Ilefferd to the Rel»« 
lion of Itiiects Atid Plant t^lfe. 


Careful study has revealed the fact 
that the relation betWeon flowers and 
bees is more complicated than was ever 
believed. 
The eating or gathering of 
honey is not bccal'ar to the i)Ge alone» 
luit Is Indulged in by wasps, hornets, 
flies, ants, hummingbirds, and other 
animal species. 
Probably all of these 
carry pollen from one blossom to an- 
other and bring ab©ut the fertilization 
so needful to the perpetuation of plant 
life. 


The short-billed 
hummiugbirds 
are 
found to carry ..way pollen upon the 
feathers of the head, w^hile bumble- 
bees and several species of hornets 
often rival the honey bee in the com- 
pleteness wherewith they rub off pol- 
len from every flower. 


Recent investlgationn scom to indi- 
cate that the production of honey is 
not natural to flowors. but is the result 
of a pathologic proccss based on the 
action of ai. animal ferment 
Intro- 
duced into the I ase of the petal from 
the saliva or other secretion of a bee. 
The sap of the petal contains a very 
small amount of 
sugar, but 
larger 
quantities of 
soluble 
and 
insoluble 
starch. 
A slight scratch or perfora- 
tion will cause an exudation of this 
sap, which is not particularly sweet 
and not at all like honey. 
But If to 
this sap be added a ferment such as 
ptyalin or yeast, the starch and It may 
be a small amount of cellulose are 
converted Into glucose and a saccha- 
rine fluid is the result. 


The fact seems to be utilized by the 
honey bee. 
On entermg a flower he 
apparently scratches or abrades the 
base of the petals near the sap vessels, 
moistens the raw surface w^ith saliva 
or other secretion, gathers honey, and 
flies on to the next flower. In the ensu- 
ing twenty-four hours a globule of sap 
forms on .each abrasion In which the 
starchy elements 
have undergone 
a 
fermentation into sugar. 


The flavor of the honey depends part- 
ly on the flower and partly on the fer- 
ment. 


It is the latter which causes all honey 
to taste more or less alike, and which 
prevents the Western 
manufacturers 
from making a good artificial honey 
out of glucose. 
They can imitate the 
color, consistence and even the floral 
flavor perfectly, but the so-called honey 
flavor has never yet been obtained»

HOLLOW BUILDING BLOCKS. 


A Smt Iiib of Une-lhlrcl Ih« Material ITere> 
toior« V«cd. 
A house of artificial stone blocks, 
two-thirds of which are material aud 
the rest hollow, will soon bo built in 
Now Orleans, nays the New York 
Evenng Tost. 
The mould in Avhlch 
the blocks are built is a simple con­ 
trivance. 
It consists of a foundation 
provided with three rectangular col­ 
umns, that may be elevated, Avhose 
dimensions are those of the cavities in 
tho blocks; to the foundation of tbe 
mould are hinged Its ends aud sides, 
which let it down. When the ends and 
sidos of the mould are in position, It is 
merely a box; a plate Is let down upon 
the bottom of the mould; then the col­ 
umns at the bottom of the mould are 
elevated through openings in the plate. 
The mould is then in readiness to re­ 
ceive the mixture of sand and Portland 
cement, which is shoveled Into the 
mould, fllllng the entire space sur­ 
rounding the elevated columns. 
It is 
tamped witli groat force. 
After tho 
tamping process, the sides aud ends of 
tho mould are let down, tho columns 
are depressed, and the plate on which 
the materials were poured is lifted out, 
with the n.'^anufiictyred bjoj^k i^^sting 
upon it. 
*lhe blocks áre* put out in 
the air, and in the course of a week 
they are ready to be used for building. 
They should not bp subjected to too 
great heat from the sun, and it is 
necessary to moisten them each day. 
The great simplicity of tho process lies 
in the fact that sand is absolutely in­ 
compressible, and tamping secures as 
complete results as are obtained from 
thoi pressing of clay in making the 
liner qualities of bricks, and with very 
much smaller expenditure of labor. 
The sand and cement are moi*stened 
while being mixed. 


British Columbia. 
A few months ago, the Provincial 
Government placed an export duty 
on logs sent from British Columbia 
to the United States; this applies only 
to logs cut from Government lands. 
Lands in the hands of private owners, 
or crown-granted lands, are not affected 
by this regulation. 
Nevertheless, the 
placing of this export duty on logs 
has Increased the number of mills 
here 
very 
considerably, 
especiall.v 
sliingle mills. 
One mill cuts 1,250,000 
shingles daily. 
These are red cedar 
shingles, and a large portion of the 
output Is shipped to the United States. 
One of the lumber mills has orders 
booked that will talce eighteen months 
to fill. 
There Is a great lack of men; 
5000 or GOOO men could find employ­ 
ment in the lumber and shingle mills 
and in the logging camps, • The wages 
are probably lower and the cost of 
living higher than in the adjoining 
State of Washington; still. If men ac­ 
customed to lumbering work are out 
of employment, there is little doubt 
they can find it here. Of course, there 
is a contract-labor law, as In the United 
States, and it will be Impossible for 
men to make contracts in advance; but 
no doubt competent lumbermen, able 
to handle mill machinery or to do good 
work in the woods, can find employ­ 
m ent 
The destruction of timber In 
Washington and Oregon by recent fires 
causes the British Columbians to hope 
that they may find a larger market 
than heretofore for their timber In the 
States, 
notwithstanding tha tezport 
duty. 


Traps a Condor In Tyrol. 
Last summer, according to the Taeg- 
Uche Rundschau, a Tyrolese shepherd 
repeatedly saw two large birds of un­ 
known species hovering over his fiock. 
Then he missed a sheep, then another, 
and {n a little while four had been 
killed by the birds of prey. The shep­ 
herd constructed a trap, baited It with 
the half eaten body of one of the 
slaughtered sheep, and soon captured 
one of the marauders. 
He took It to 
tho museum at Innsbruck, where It 
was pronounced to be a young female 
condor. 
It measured eight feet from 
tip to tip of the wings. Though some 
of the naturalists were inclined to be­ 
lieve the bird had flown to Europe 
from the Andes, ona professor stoutly 
maintained that such a flight was Im-' 
possible except for such a bird as the 
albatross, which had a spread of wing 
of thirteen feet and is a flsh catcher, 
and that the condor must have escaped 
from some European menagerie. 


Few Japanese In Aiuerina. 
There are comparatively few Japan­ 
ese 4U the United States. 
There are 
but 100 in Chicago, and many of them 
are students In various schools. 
Sev­ 
eral merchants and foreign representa­ 
tives are here, Avhlle from one to a 
dozen pass through Chicago every day. 
Tliere is no disposition on the part of 
the Jaijs to emigrate to the United 
States as the Chlntse do. — Chicago 
Chronicle.

Fine Strawberry Mulch* 
The best mulch for a straw berry boil 
Is fine horse manure. 
Early in tho 
spring it should be raked off the rows 
and W’orkcd in close to the plants, 
using salt hay or any clean material in 
Its place on the rows as a mulch after 
the plants are well grown, so as to pro­ 
tect the fruit from dirt and also to 
shade the soil, 


Headinic in Frull Trecf» 
“I am puzzled by tho 
directions 
which 
I 
read about trimming my 
young fruit trees. 
Will you describe 
t^ me w hat heading in means and how 
it is done? I have a few poach trees 
and pear trees and quinces, besides a 
good apple orchard,” Tho heading in 
or shortening of the season’s growtli is 
desirable on both the apple and pear, 
but particularly tlie pear. Sucli short­ 
ening can be done on the strong term i­ 
nal shoots without affecting the next 
year’s fruitage. The blossom buds are 
hid on the side twigs, I have always 
cut in my pears, as long as I could 
reach the new growth with a steplad- 
der. 
The peach blossoms all up and 
down the new wood. 
You will there­ 
fore decrease the fruitage by heading 
in. This will do no harm, because the 
peach always overbears, and the thor­ 
ough ripening of the buds that are left 
renders them better able to meet the 
winter’s cold. 
The quince bears on 
new wood, but these new shoots come 
out of the last year’s growth; and If 
you cut too far back it may materially 
reduce your crop. 
I have never cut 
back quince bushes after the fourth or 
Qfth year.—E. P. Powell, in New York 
Tribune Farmer.

pie and less expensive. I begin by se­ 
lecting the orchard site. 
Then plow 
the ground, harrow and plank It thor- 
jughly. Line off both ways and set a 
stake where each tree is to be placed. 
Take a board five to six feet long, five 
or six Inches wide and one Inch thick. 
Kotch It as shown in the illustration, 
having the middle notch exactly half 
way between the notches on the ends. 
Place the centre notch ^against tbe 
stake where the tree is to be planted, 
then set a small stake In each of tbe 
jther notches. 
When ready for planting dig up the 
centre stake and prepare the hole for 
the tree. Then In setting the tree put 
the notched board in position w ith the 
snd notches opposite the tw o other 
stakes. Set the tree so that the trunk 
will rest in the middle notch. This will 
insure an absolutely straight row both 
(vays. The device is so simple th a t it 
hardly seems necessary to describe it. 
Many, 
however, 
continue to 
have 
crooked 
rows 
simply because they 
have not thought of this plan.—A. D . 
Barnes, in New England Homestead. 


Pcara FIckad Before Ripe. 
There is scarcely any variety of pear 
that is not better for being picked be­ 
fore fully ripe and then ripening un­ 
der cover. This after-ripening may be 
retai’dcd or hastened almost at will by 
the method of storing. If kept in a cel­ 
lar or other room moderately cool, at 
about an even temperature, they ripen 
up slowly, while If in a dry and w arm 
room, and covered with a blanket to 
exclude the light, they avIH ripen In a 
few days or a Aveek, according to their 
condition when picked. 
If desired to 
keep them several weeks they should 
be put in cold storage at about thirty- 
three degrees, and a rather close w atch 
kept on them, at least after the third 
week, marketing them as soon as it is 
found tliat some of them are begini-ing 
to be mellow. 
Some of the very late 
varieties may be kept through the w in­ 
ter in this way. It is of little use to 
put pears or any other fruit in cold 
storage after they, have begun to groAV 
mellow, or to put in any th at have 
been bruised. 
While all fruit should 
be handled with care, that Intended 
for cold storage needs special care. It 
is pften a puzzle to the beginner to 
know just when he should begin to 
picli his pears, as the time Is so vax’Ied 
Avith different varieties. 
Some w ait 
until they find a few ripe or nearly so 
on the extreme end of the branches, 
usually on the south side of the tree. 
But If they w ait for that It will be bet­ 
ter to m arket early. A better test is to 
take the pear and bend the stem back­ 
ward. If It easily separates from the 
branch it is ripe enough to gather, but 
if the stem breaks before cleaving oft 
the twig It U not rip« enough.—TUs 
Cultivator. 


FLOWERS AND HONEY BEES. 


New PUcoTerle. In Iteaard to the Kela* 
lion of Insects and Plant I^tfe. 
Careful study has revealed the fact 
that the relation betVeen flowers and 
bees is more complicated than was ever 
believed. 
The eating or gathering of 
honey Is not becal’ar to the f)ee alone» 
Init is indulged In by wasps, hornets, 
flies, ants, hummingbirds, and other 
animal species. 
Probably all of these 
carry pollen from one blossom to an­ 
other and bring ab^ut the fertilization 
so needful to the perpetuation of plant 
life. 
The short-billed hummingbirds are 
found to carry ..way pollen upon the 
feathers of the head, while bumble­ 
bees and several species of hornets 
often rival the honey bee in the com­ 
pleteness wherewith they rub off pol­ 
len from every flower. 
Recent investigationn scorn to indi­ 
cate that the production of honey Is 
not natural^ to flowors. but Is the result 
of à pathologic proccss based on the 
action of ai. animal ferment intro­ 
duced into the lase of the petal from 
the saliva or other secretion of a bee. 
The sap of the petal contains a very 
small amount of sugar, but larger 
quantities of 
soluble 
and 
insoluble 
starch. 
A slight scratch or perfora­ 
tion will cause an exudation of this 
sap, which is not particularly sweet 
and not at all like honey. 
But if to 
this sap be added a ferm ent such as 
ptyalin or yeast, the starch and it may 
be a small amount of cellulose are 
converted into glucose and a saccha­ 
rine fluid is the result. 
The fact seems to be utilized by the 
honey bee. 
On entering a flower he 
apparently scratches or abrades the 
base of the petals near the sap vessels, 
moistens the raw surface with saliva 
or other secretion, gathers honey, and 
flies on to the next flower. In the ensu­ 
ing twenty-four hours a globule of sap 
forms on .each abrasion In which the 
starchy elements have undergone a 
fermentation into sugar. 
The flavor of the honey depends part­ 
ly on the flower and partly on the fer­ 
ment. 
It Is the latter which causes all honey 
to taste more or less alike, and which 
prevents the W estern manufacturers 
from making a good artificial honey 
out of glucose. 
They can imitate the 
color, consistence and even the floral 
flavor perfectly, but the so-called honey 
flavor has never yet been obtained#

He was active, energetic, of iron con­ 
stitution, capable of long-continued ef­ 
fort, patient and untiring, and accumu­ 
lated a lartce fortune. 


He went into the cattle business and 
for over twenty years rode through the 
monntftins of Virginia, sleeping in shan­ 
ties and mills, often carrying $5000 in 
cash on his person. 
He bought big 
droves and cleared as mnch as $1000 on 
a single trip. During the civil war he 
arranged to find recruits to All the quota 
of his township.when drafts w'ere order­ 
ed, and bandied large bums of ready cash. 
He was in many dangerous places while 
a drover and had also some exciting ad­ 
ventures in Harrisburg and with the 
Army of the Potomac down on the Rap- 
idan, while in search of volunteers to 
take his bounty money; but bis coolness, 
shrewdness, determination and bold ad. 
dress carried him safely through with­ 
out mishap. 
Having learned how to 
make and save money, Mr. O’Bold push, 
ed his way with enterprise, shrewdness 
and untiring energy. He bought more 
farms and owned at <me time 600 acres 
of the finest land in the section, and two 
mills, for one of which, formerly owned 
by bis uncle, Jacob Dollone, he paid at 
public sale $17,300. 
He became interested in the Fir3t Na* 
tional Bank of Hanover from its foun­ 
dation and in 1866 was elected a Direct­ 
or, serying in that capacity until his 
death and from|1888 to 1899 as its Presi* 
dent. He was the largest stockholder at 
the time of his death. He was active in 
the building of the Hanover and York 
Railroad, a Director in the company and 
one of the largest stockholders at the 
time of its sale to the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road 
He was one of the promoters of 
the McSherrystown and Hanover Turn« 
pike Co., and its heaviest stockholder; 
one of the builders and owners of tbe 
Hanover Silk Mills; one of the found 
ers and heavily interested in the Hano­ 
ver Foundry and Machine Company, and 
in the Hanover Realty Company which 
succeeded it on its failure. He was also 
one of the founders and heaviest stock­ 
holders in the Hanover Milling and Man­ 
ufacturing Co. He was also interested 
in the present American Machine and 
Foundiy Co 
He bought, enlarged and 
improved the Central Hotel, Hanover, 
and built the Hotel O’Bold, on the oppo­ 
site side of Center Sqare. Thus be was 
a most enterprising and valuable citizen 
and the enterprises tbat have made Han* 
over and McSherrystown grow owe much 
to his financial upslstance in the past 
twenty years. Not only with his money, 
however, did he assist, but with bis per­ 
sonal work and encouraging words 
He 
was accustomed to say: “It is live men 
that build a town, not dead men 
It IS understood that Mr. O'Bold died 
without a will

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THROUGH THREE FEET 


OF SNOW. 


BY WILLIAM R. LIÔHTON. 


O 


NE who lives In the peace and 
quiet of long-Bcttled partfi^ of 
the country must find it hard 
to undorstand 
the 
motives 
ithat prompt the pioneer to leave peace 
and quiet behind him and to go into an 
untamed 
-Wilderness 
of 
forest 
or 
prairie. 
Too often we think of the 
irontiersnian as but a wild • hearted 
adventurer, who is moved by a half- 
savage love of excitement rather than 
:by dear reason and a constant purpose 
to perform certain hard tasks. 
The 
itrue pioneer must be a wanderer; he 
must be a worker. 
UIs courage must 
to equal to more than his rare and ex- 
citing adventures; it must be equal 
to his endurance of the countless fret- 
ting anuoj'ances of his dally life. 


The pioneering of Nebraska w\is be- 
gun in the summer of 1854, when the 
Territory was formed and the lands 
were thrown open to settlement. Some 
of those who took part in the work 
are still alive, hale and hearty. 
They 
have been my chosen compnuiona for 
a long time, and they have taught me 
many things. 
Let me tell you one of 
their true tales of the early days— 
tales that wholly reformed my first 
mistaken notions of pioneer life. 


In isno the Nebraska prairies were 
but thinly settled. Most of those who 
had crossed the Missouri River with 
the purpose of making this land their 
home were gathered in the towns along 
the eastern border of the Territory, 
or were settled upon the rich lands 
near by; only the more daring had 
pushed on to the prairies west of the 
river valley, where they thought they 
eaw large opportunities and a more 
perfect freedom. 


Richard Warren came to Nebraska 
from Ohio in the early summer of 1S59, 
bringing with him his wife and child, a 
boy of seven years. 
He had three 
horses, a strong wagon, and a little 
food and furniture. 


At Nebraska City, where he crossed 
the Missouri, he bought those imple- 
ments needed for his first year's work 
In breaking the prairie soil. 
He had 
been a farmer all his life; he was not 
afraid of labor. From Nebraska City 
he went on into what we call the 
"Platte country." one of the richest 
and most beautiful of all our prairie 
regions. A day's journey west of the 
town of Columbus ho chose the site for 
his home, and set bravely to work. 


As he had nothing at hand of which 
which to build, except what was fur- 
nished by the prairie, he did what the 
other settlers had done—he made a 
dugout. He dug a hole three or four 
feet in depth,as if for the beginning of 
a cellar; then from the banks of the 
Platte he hauled 
willow 
saplings, 
ivhose butts he planted round the^dges 
of his hole, the tops being bent over 
and joined together, forming a dome- 
like roof; then upon the willows he 
piled earth, covering the earth with a 
layer of firm sod; and when he had 
made a doorway and a fireplace his 
house was done. 


Externally it Avas only a low, round 
mound; but it Avas snug and warm 
within, and it sutllced. When he had 
provided a sod stable for his horses, 
his farm-buildings were complete for 
that year. 
• October had then come, and while 
fair weather continued he gave his 
time to breaking the sod upon a few 
acres of his claim, that the soil might 
be ready for corn-planting 
in 
the 
spring. 


Through the summer there had been 
nothing to occur to cause him the least 
discomfort 
or 
uneasiness. 
Various 
bands of Indians had visited his claim 
occasionally, but when they found that 
he showed no fear and that he dealt 
Justly with them, they bore themselves 
as his friends. He had money enough 
to supply the winter's needs, and the 
future was bright. 


In Nebraska no seasoa is so treach- 
erous as the early winter. 
Sometimes 
we pass the Christmas-tide with almost 
DO ice or snow, yet in the next year 
the sternest rigors of storm and cold 
may be upon us In November, and en- 
dure unbroken until spring. The terror 
of the open in-alrles is* the blizzard, 
whicli in its greatest severity Is un- 
known in the East. It comes upon us 
with the suddenness of a hurricane at 
aea. 


In one hour the air will be the balmy 
breath of the South; in the next, AVlth- 
out apparent cause, a gale from the 
North will begin; the mercury will fall 
ns if the bulb had been broken from 
the thermometer; the sky will be al- 
most instantly overcast by a leaden 
gray mist, and then will come the bliz- 
zard, more dreadful and fateful than 
the tornado. No protection of clothing 
seems to avail to save one who is 
caught abroad. 


The cold is intense, and the wind will 
cweep wildly along with the speed 
of an express train,^whirling before it 
a mass of fine snow whose crytsals 
cut like glass where they strike. 
The 
traveler cannot see wher^ he is going; 
lor even if it were not fpr the blind- 
ing SUQW], the Litter wind render« his 


eyes useless. Even to breathe the po- 
lar air is torture. 


Only the Inexperienced try to make 
way against a blizzard, and In a few 
minutes they find themselves benumbed 
to the heart and quite helpless. 
Even 
the beasts of the plain and range know 
that their only hope is to drift before 
the storm until it abates. It may con- 
tinue for a few hours, or it may be un- 
interrupted for two or three days, and 
for those poor creatures that can find 
no shelter, its touch Is the touch of 
death. If it were not for the blizzard 
th* story would noc oe told. 


Warren knew that he must mal"- a 
trip to the town, about twentj'-five 
miles away, to buy the winter's food; 
but thinking that it could be done 
when tho weather had grown too bad 
for his plowing, he put the journey 
off from day to day until December 
was near at !.and and the ground was 
frozen hard. TJien, when he was get- 
ting ready for the trip his wife was 
seized with a severe illness, and for a 
week he was at her bedside as nurse. 


When she was at last much better, 
he worked late into the night prepar- 
ing for his journey. 
The supply of 
food was nearly exhausted; the flour 
Avas quite gone, and there was almost 
nothing in the house which the Invalid 
could eat. 
Although his anxiety for 
his wife was great, there was nothing 
to be done but to leave her and tho 
boy alone together while he went upon 
his errand. 
He meant to start very 
early In the morning, hoping to reach 
tho town and make his purchases be- 
fore nightfall, and to return home in 
the night. 
• 


But about 
midnight 
he heard a 
sweeping gust of wind roar in the 
chimney, and then another, and with- 
in a few minutes the roar was un- 
broken. He rose and opened the door 
to look out, and the harsh wind chilled 
liim through and through In a moment. 
It was a sharp struggle to get the door 
closed again in the face of the strong 
blast. 
Dressing hurriedly, he went 
outside to make sure of what was hap- 
pening. When ho had gone to bed an 
hour before, the stars were shining 
brilliantlj% but now there was no star 
to be seen—only a dull black sky above 
and the formless black prairie below. 


The stable lay a few yards away 
from the house to the south, and as he 
made his way to it, the north wind 
upon his baqk f^r-ced him to run. The 
horses were whinnying and stamping 
uneasily, as if their instincts warned 
tliem of trouble. 
Wan-en closed the 
stable door, lighted a lantern that hung 
upon the wall, and busied himself in 
putting the harness upon the two 
horses he meant to drive to town, for 
he thought he had better start at once. 


But when ho opened the door again 
to return to the house the flame of Lis 
lantern went out, and he was thrown 
violently to the ground. The wind had 
greatly increased in strength, and his 
face was stung by tiny flying particles 
of ice. 
He was half-stunned by the 
force of his fall, and lay in the door- 
way way for a moment before he could 
rise. Then he used all his strength to 
pull the door shut behind him, and 
tried to run to the house; but the 
riotous night seemed to bo making 
sport of him, for instead of running he 
could only stagger stillly, bendmg his 
head and shoulders low and bracing 
his feet upon the earth to keep himself 
upright- 


Warren struggled so for several min- 
utes, unable to see where he was going, 
but thinking he was making his way 
straight to the house, until at last he 
turned his back to the wind, and 
stopped to lof'lv about him.

His nearest neighbor's house was 
fourteen miles away, and to It he 
meant to go. 
Upon the back of one 
of the horses he placed his wife and 
boy, wrapping them about with all the 
blankets and bedclothing he could find; 
then he got upon his own horse and set 
off. leading the other by the bridle. 


He was not an experienced plains- 
man, and he found the struggle even 
harder than he had feared. At first he 
tried to pick his way across the higher 
spots, where the snow had been some- 
what blown away; but as the wind 
was still strong and pitilessly cold, he 
was forced to keep in the lower, more 
sheltered places where the snow was 
deep. This course was painfully slow, 
and It was also dangerous, for it made 
their path zigzag, and might lead them 
far to one side of the place they wished 
to reach.

But as soon as he could 
eat and drink the warm nourishment 
that was provided for him he rallied 
bravely, and insisted upon leading the 
way back to the place where his child 
had been left. Before noon the party 
returned, bringing the boy with them, 
safe and sound. Then, the terrible ex- 
perience being over, Warren collapsed 
completely, and was unable to rise out 
of bed for a month, 


Was the pioijeer discouraged? 
Not 
at all. When the winter was past those 
dauntless spirits returned to their home 
upon the lonely prairie, where they 
lived for many years afterward, until 
the bo3' and other children who came 
to the household 
were grown into 
sturdy men and women, who have 
lived,, such lives as cast no discredit 
upon the example of their father and 
mother.—Youth's Companion.

The high price of coal, caused by 
the strike now ending, have carried 
with them a salutary lesson. It has re- 
minded our people that they have been 
using fuel wastefully. 
The 
natural 
resources of the United States are so 
great that something out of the usual 
Is necessary to convey the lesson that 
there is a limit to them. But it is not 
merely in the matter of wastefulness 
that fuel has been abused. The sani- 
tary argument is even stronger than 
that based on economy. 
In America 
we indulge in hot rooms to a degree 
unknown in other parts of the world. 
Some of those who lecture us on the 
subject probably 
err 
on the 
other 
side. The cold rooms of Germany and 
France have their drawbacks, 
and 
there is reason to believe that they 
are often insufficiently heated. 
But 
that does not, in any degree, excuse 
the hot rooms to which Americans are 
very commonly subjected. 
It Is not 
the degree of cold which is so fatal to 
health as the sudden transition from 
heat to cold. To quit a room at the 
temperature of a day in July and go 
into a zero temperature is necessarily 
perilous, yet this is a common Inci- 
dent of American experience. It has 
cost many a man his life, and caused 
others troublesome attacks of illness. 
With coal at 
abnormal 
prices 
the 
temptation to use too much fuel is not 
so strong. When normal rates are re- 
stored, it is altogether likely that most 
of the people will forget the prudence 
which necessity has taugìit them.

How th« Product I» Obtained In th« 
Mfddlo of the Colorado 
Desert. 


From the Now York Tribune, 


In the middle of the Colorado de- 
sert. a little to the north of the Mexi- 
can border, and 264 feet below the 
level of the sea» lies a field of crystal- 
ized Bait more than a thousand acres 
in extent, present in a surfacè as white 
as snow, and beneath the noonday 
glare of the sun so dazzling that the 
naked eye cannot stand its radiance, 
it stretches away for miles and miles 
about Saltón, Col., an ocean of blazing, 
blistering white. 
Here dally through- 
out the year men are at work overturn- 
ing the great deposit with massive 
plows and acrapers gèttlng It into 
great piles 
preliminary 
to 
putting 
though the refining process. The salt 
plows used to secure .the harvest are 
great four-wheeled implements, driven 
by steam and managed by two men. 
The salt crust is thrown up in paral- 
lel ridges, then laborers with hoes 
work it to and iro in the water, wash- 
ing out the dirt preliminary to stack- 
ing it in mounds to be taken to 
the 
mill. Salt springs in adjacent foothills 
are constantly contributing to the de- 
posit, and so heavily laden are they 
with almost^pure salt that the plow 
has hardly passed on before a new 
crust has formed in the furrow left. 
This fact renders it unnecessary to 
operate more than a small portion of 
the vast deposit. At present only ten 
acres are worked. 
As may be sup- 
posed. work in these fields is perform- 
ed under the most trying conditions. 
No white man can stand the intense 
heat, and for this reason the work 
is done wholly by Japanese and by 
Coahuila Indians, Of these tlie Indians 
are by far the better adapted to the 
work.the Japanest performing only one 
portion, sewing the sacks in which 
the salt is shipped. The atmosphere, 
laden as it Is with particles of salt, 
gives rise to a painful thirst, and the 
only available drinking water comes 
from a single well. It is warm and ill- 
tasting. 
Beautiful mirages frequently 
appear above the great sat field in the

She ran across the iiolds and 
reached the Bois de Planccnoit, where 
she fell asleep, worn out by fatigue 
and excitement.

and saw a troop of cavalry, headed by 
a man of short statnre mounted on a 
curvetting gray horse. He was riding 
slowly on, as If in a dream, looking 
straight ahead and paying no heed to 
what went on aliout him.

I hate these obe* 
li.sks, urns and stone cottages, and 
should prefer a great natural rock- 
one of the red bowlders known as the 
lost rock of the prairje porphyry from 
the north, brought down in glacial 
times— with a small surface, smoothed 
down, just large enough to make a 
tablet In which should be inserted the 
bronze letters of our name—‘Ingalls’— 
and nothing else.” 
A stone such as described Is now 
being sought.

Female Stranger Commits Suicíde 
at oettysburgf* 
There have been few cases that excited 
V ider comment or creatcd a greater sen­ 
sation in Qettysburg than that of the 
ijitrange woman who committed suicide 
Hit J, F. Wisotzkey’s house, in that place, 
STriday morning, and whose identity is 
i^nshrouded in mystery. It was the wo- 
Bccond attempt. The first effort 
^ t ijelf destruction occurred Thursday 
'feifternoon in the vestibule of Memorial 
Chuix)h of the Prince of Peace, whero 
ftlie endeavored to end her life with pois­ 
on. Mr. 
Wisotzkey was passing the 
Church about 8 o’clock when his atten- 
iiou ^yas directed to a woman in the en- 
Srant^ to the edifice by a couple of boys 
Wbo said slie was sleeping, Mr. Wisotz- 
ibey found the woman in a sitting pos­ 
ture in a , semi-unconscious condition, 
iieafr her lay a pocketbook and an empty 
Vial, and an open note that read; 
“Please send for^Pather Crotty, the 
Catholic Priest.*’ 
Mr Wisotzkey sent one of tbeboys 
for Dr, Stewart while ho hastened to 
father Crotty’s, where, in the hallway, 
.%nother note was found to the following 
t5ffect: 
‘‘Father Crotty, «lease bury me- I am 
hopelessly incurable. 
I will be found 
Hear by.** 
Enclosed in the message was sufllcient 
money to insure the cost of a neat but 
plain funeral. 
Rev. Crotty and Wisotz- 
key went to the church a? did also Dn 
Qtewari. 
The latter endeavored to have 
her take an emetic which she positively 
refused to do. She was removed to the 
tcsidenco of Mr. Wisotzkey, where the 
Dr. attended her and eventually pro­ 
nounced her out of clanger. 
Questioned as to who she was and 
tvhence she came, she informed Mr. Wis- 
M zka y that he was wasting his time in 
endeavoring to discover her identity. 
¿JI10 liud arrived in town that morning, 
«he said, and lived far away from ttettys 
burg, and declined to give any informa- 
lie>n concerning herself 
She was about 
ftO years of age and was well dressed; 
Mhe wore a pair of gold-iimmed specta­ 
cles and in her pocketbook were found 
$2.25 iu cash, piece of load pencil and a 
email pocket kuife of four blades. She 
Was of medium height, with black hair 
mixed with gray. There were no marks 
ubout her by which a clue to her identi­ 
ty could be established. 
She had taken 
care to avoid this. 
Before retiring she expressed a desire 
to bo awakened early, as she intended to 
take the early train for Washington. It 
W\as about C;80 Fridaj^ morning when 
Mrs. Wisotzkey rapped on the door of 
her roojn, but the the visitor did not 
arise, saying she was still too shaky and 
would wait for the noou train. 
Shortly 
After 7 o’clock, Mr«. Wisotzkey returned 
to her guest and then discovered her ly­ 
ing on the bed covered with blood. Mrs, 
W summoned her husband, who upon 
examination found that the woman \vas 
dead. She had stabbed herself in the 
throat with one of the blades of her pen­ 
knife, milking a email but deep and dead­ 
ly wound. 
A.ccording to Dr. Stewart, 
ishe had severed therigat carotid artery, 
showing judgment and kuowledge in the 
way she successfully accomplished her 
rash act. 
A note written on a postal 
card that the woman found in the room, 
read as follows; 
“I have been insane sometime,

The rcicent strike among the gold 
beaters, tlie issues at stake being the 
Increase of wages and discharge of 
women employed in the business, must 
have caused a good many people to 
Inquire what a woman gold beater Is, 
Gold beating is one of the smallest 
of American industries, as it is, In 
some respects, one of the most pecu- 
liar. The conditions under which it 
exists enable the workmen to dicate 
terms to their employers, the latter 
frankly admitting that they have to 
either give in or go out of business. 
There are only about 500 gold beaters 
in this country; the work is expert, 
and not every one can *learn it. The 
English and German workmen are too 
well paid to think of emigrating; and 
of course the contract labor law stands 
In the way of sending for tliem from 
this side. 


The recent strike was really on ac- 
count of the women. The increase of 
wages would have been granted the 
men for the asking, but employers 
were reluctant to discharge for no 
cause women who served faithfully 
for low wages, did their work better 
than the men could do it. and were, 
in many cases, widows and orphans 
of the strikers' feliow-wcrkmen. They 
bRld out for seven weeks, hoping that 
the men would soften, but the hope 
was not realized. The women had to 
go. It is pleasant to know that one 
firm, the largest in New York, kept 
the discharged women's names on the 
pay-roll, and will continue to send 
thom their wages until employment 
can be found for them. 


Small as the gold-beating industry 
ia, and little notice as its troubles at- 
tracted, the results of them might 
have been very far-reaching. Manu- 
facturers. it is said, actually consid- 
ered whether it would not be as well 
for them to go out of the business 
as far as the beating itself was con- 
cerned. If they had done so the price 
of gold picture frames would have ad- 
vanced at least 25 percent on ac- 
count of that tariff on gold leaf. Art- 
ists would have felt this very serious 
ly, since their frame-maker's bills are 
heavy enough as it is. Decorators, 
painters, sign makers, 
bookbinders, 
cabinet makers—a dozen trades would 
have been affected. All on account of 
about 100 women—or rather on ac- 
count of the ungallantry of about 500 
men towards those women. 


Gold beating Is one of the few han- 
dicrafts left. In Germany some ma- 
chinery has been Introduced, but the 
work accomplished is inferior. 
The 
knack of striking exactly the proper 
blow has not yet been transmitted to 
a steam hammer. 


The gold, 22 carats fine, is melted 
and run through heavy rollers, com- 
ing out a ribbon about an Inch 
wide 
and of the thickness of blotting 
pa- 
per. The ribbon is clipped into Inch 
squares 
and 
placed 
between 
the 
leaves of a parchment book three 
Inches square. 
This 
book Is called 
the cutch, and contains two hundred 
leaves. 
When It has been placed in 
a heavy parchment envelope It is giv- 
en to a brawny workman 
with 
arm 
and shoulder muscles like a gladlac- 
or. He stands 
before 
a pounding 
block of solid granite, and, with an 
Iron hammer weighing 
15 
pounds, 
beats the cutch until the gold within 
Is three inches square instead of one 
inch. The blow 
struck 
is not the 
crushing blow of a butcher's ax; it 
must rebound lightly. The effort is 
expended in the upward swing of the 
arm and not in the stroke. 
Women, 
of course, have no part in this work. 


The gold is next cut in quarters and 
placed in another book called 
the 
Bhoda, 
which 
contains some 
850 
leaves. 
This book consists of a pe- 
culiar substance made from the en-1 
trails 
of oxen. 
It 
is as 
fine 
and 
smooth and flexible as the lining of 
an eggshell. It is very costly, the price 
of a single book being |50. A book will 
stand 150 beatings, after which it is 
sold to manufacturers of imitation 
gold-leaf. 


Tho shoda Is beaten with a lighter 
hammer and a more expert stroke. 
The idea is to make the leaf a little 
thicker on the edges t)mn in the mid- 
dle. This is In order that when he leaf 
Is finally trimmed and sold the manu- 
facturer and not the buyer will get the 
part. 


The man who beats the shoda was 
really the cause of the strike. Up to 
this time all the woi-k is in the hands 
of men. The transferring of the leaf 
from the shoda to the next book and 
the final beating has always been the 
work of women. A light touch and a 
deft hand are required to do this with- 
out breaking the leaf, which has now 
been beaten to the thinness of ihe J 
thinnest tissue-paper. 
Some of the 
men say they wanted to take the work 
away from the women because they 1 
knew they 
could 
do it, 
and they 
thought they ought to be allowed more 
chance to sit down and rest from their 
severe labor. Others admit that they 
simply wanted to earn more money. 


One is interested to observe that 


the men are rather awkward in the ao- 
complishmont of their now task. All 
se^^ni'^.d to work slowly. 


The last book is called the mould, 
and has 1000 leaves. 
In the gold tis- 
sue is beaten to onc-Tourth that deli- 
rate thickness, and then the men are 
through with It» In time they may 
come to think they can handle it fur- 
ther, but at present they resign it in 
its last stago to ^Yomon. 


Tho girls sit at little enclosed desks 
in an almost airless room. The small- 
est draught of wind must be excluded, 
so light is the substance handled. As 
it is, quantities fly about, and settle în 
the girls' hair and clothing. The walls 
and corners glisten with it. In front 
of each girl is a flne leather cushion, 
and at her side are piled the moulds. 
She turns the leaves and with tho aid 
of two slender wooden tools, one a 
pincers and the other a kind of stilet- 
to. lifts the shimmering gold, drops it 
on the leather cushion, and breathes 
on it gently to flatten it. This must 
all be dono lightly and quickly to n- 
void breaking. With two strokes of a 
wooden stamp called a wagon, some- 
thing like a cooky-cutter, the gold is 
cut into a three and throo-eighths in- 
ches square. The trimmings are swept 
back into a box. and the gold Is again 
lifted and dropped between the leaves 
of a tissue-paper book, where it be- 
(^omes the 
gold 
leaf 
of commerce. 
Twenty of them are sold 
together 
in a package. The retail price is $7.50, 
An 
expert 
workwoman 
can 
make 
from 60 to SO books a day. The work 
is delicate, not tiring, and but for the 
closeness of the room would be a de- 
cidedly 
pleasant 
occupation,—Now 
York Post. 


Vlrclnln's Ovoler-KeiU. 


Several days ago a veteran oyster- 
packer of Norfolk, Va., was heard to 
predict that if the state 
of Virginia 
does not look more carefully to the se- 
lection of oyster inspectors, the oyster 
beds which have been and 
are Vir- 
ginia's pride will in 10 years be worth- 
less. 


This was not the prediction of an ex- 
citable or an argumentative man, but 
of a quiet, conservative citizen who 
knows his business like the alphabet. 
The system, he says, is all right 
in 
theory, and would be all right in prac- 
tice if proner attention were given to 
getting conscientious, cfllcient men to 
enforce the laws, 


The trouble is said to be that oys- 
termen are often allowed to disregard 
the regulation in connection with tak- 
ing the young oysters from the bedd. 
When everything is taken up w^ithout 
discrimiation, the beds have no repro- 
ductive material and 
become 
value- 
less. This 
year 
oysters 
from 
the 
James and Rappahannock and other 
river beds, which used to yield oysters 
opening a gallon to the bushed, open 
only half a gallon to the bushel.

goose that lays the golden egg to be 
killed before her eyes.

In the Northwestern States where 
forage crops are cultivated for ex­ 
port the stacking and baling of hay 
Is done largt>ly by machinery, and the 
number of hands required to care for 
the great crops tliat are grown is rel­ 
atively much smaller than in parts of 
the country where the sJze of tlie fields 
and the amount of the crop would not 
justify the investment of a large sum 
of money in plant. Tliere are a dozen 
or more styles of stackers In common 
use, some of them arranged with a 
mas4: on which a boom is rigged, 
carrying a fork. 
This fork, a huge 
affair which would pick up two or 
three Eastern hay cocks at one mo­ 
tion, takes the hay from the wagon 
racks and swings It up to the great 
stack in which It Js to be stored. One 
mast and boom stacker carries a slx- 
tined fork. The mast is held in place 
by guy ropes from the top. The foot 
of the mast rests on a sled with run­ 
ners, which may be staked to the 
ground to hold it firm. 
The fork is 
worked by a team of horses, and does 
the work of a score of men. Another 
form of this stacker has a grapple 
fork, similar to the dredges used in 
sub-marine excavation, which runs on 
a trolley w4re, much like those made 
familiar to New Yorkers by the ar­ 
rangements for handling the material 
excavated from the subway. Another 
form of stacker looks like a derrick 
from the oil fields, with a boom bal­ 
anced on top.
